If there was a reality show 
dubbed Canada’s Next 
Top Role Model, Wallis 
Kendal would win it by a 
landslide. 

His may not be a house¬ 
hold name but Kendal is 
one of those unsung he¬ 
roes out there who make 
our city tick. 

For the past 10 years 
Kendal has been instru¬ 
mental in helping young¬ 
sters at risk through out¬ 
reach at the ihuman Youth 
Society, a non-profit organ¬ 
ization that works with 
high-risk youth to promote 
their re-integration into 
the community through 
arts and life skills develop¬ 
ment programs. 

Kendal says ihuman has 
managed to survive for so 


long because of its philoso¬ 
phy- 

“We do not leave you,” 
he said. 

“Even if you go to jail, 
you can come back. We’ll 
do all we can for you and if 
it takes time we will be pa¬ 
tient.” 

At the society, employ¬ 
ees do not have dental or 
pension plans and nobody 
is paid much money, said 
Kendal, but everyone has a 
vested interest in seeing 
the kids succeed. 

Now in his 60s, Kendal 
has a laid-back personality 
that endears him to the 
youth that walks into the 
doors of the society. He 
jokes with them and when 
they give him the finger, 
he gives it back. 

Ihuman helps hundreds 
of at-risk kids, including 
from diverse backgrounds. 

Not everyone succeeds, 
he says, but the ones who 
don’t are a “work in 
progress.” 


• Marjorie Bencz has been the 
executive director with the 
food bank since 1989. Her 
longtime service and dedica¬ 
tion to the community was 
recognized in 2007 when she 
was nominated as member to 
the Order of Canada. With the 
onslaught of the recession, 
the number of people using 
the food bank has risen from 
9,000 last year to over 15,000. 

• In October 2008, the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers' most valuable 
dressing room attendant was 
immortalized in a massive mu¬ 
ral on 99 Street and 70 Av¬ 
enue. Though he was born 
with Down's syndrome, team 
management and players say 
Joey Moss has been integral to 
their success. He's been hand¬ 
ed the Mayor's Award, in 
recognition to his commit¬ 
ment to people with disabili¬ 
ties. In summer, Moss can be 
found assisting the Edmonton 


Eskimos with training. 

• Though he was recently 
slapped with a $402 fine for 
busting a move on a Spruce 
Grove street corner, Edmonto¬ 
nians love the man known as 
Dancing Dan.

“bashing your head against 
the wall.”

Charles Pascal’s report to 
the Ontario government on 
full-day learning recom¬ 
mends a network of Best 
Start Child and Family Cen¬ 
tres, bringing together the 
current mishmash of child 
and family programs al¬ 
ready available and offering 
families parenting help, 
community resources and 
access to health profession¬ 
als under one roof 


Around the globe 

• Early childhood develop¬ 
ment programs in Cuba, 
which serve families starting 
at pregnancy, are voluntary 
but 99 per cent of families 
take part. In Sweden, 86 per 
cent of families have made 
use of such programming by 
age 2. 

Mustard has also long ad¬ 
vocated for improved 
parental leave for working 
parents and a single min¬ 
istry to oversee children’s is¬ 
sues and education, both of 
which Pascal recommends 
in his report. 

Mustard said focusing on 
the early years is key to im¬ 
proving a population’s liter¬ 
acy, health and mental 
health. It will also have the 
added effect of boosting 
children’s academic per¬ 
formance in the school sys¬ 
tem, he said.

Netanyahu calls for 
conditional state 


'Not enough' 

response A spokesman for 
Palestinian President Mah¬ 
moud Abbas dismissed a 
speech yesterday by Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu as “sabotaging” 
peace efforts. 

A senior Palestinian 
negotiator called on U.S. 
President Barack Obama to 
intervene to force Israel to 
abide by previous interim 
agreements that include 
freezing settlement activity 
in the West Bank. The alter¬ 
native, he said, was 
violence. “The peace 
process has been moving at 
the speed of a tortoise,” 
Saeb Erelcat said. “Tonight, 
Netanyahu has flipped it 
over on its back.” 

Abbas spokesman Nabil 
Abu Rdainah said: 
“Netanyahu’s remarks have 
sabotaged all initiatives... 
His remarks are not 
enough and will not lead to 
a solution.” reuters 


Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu respond¬ 
ed yesterday to 
uncommon pressure from 
Washington by finally giv¬ 
ing his endorsement — 
with conditions — to the 
establishment of a Pales¬ 
tinian state. 

But in a speech answering 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s address to the Arab 
world 10 days ago, the right- 
wing leader’s defence of 
Jewish settlement on occu¬ 
pied land may fail to dispel 
tension with the White 
House, as the two men try 
to set new terms for the 
Middle East peace process in 
their first months in office. 

Netanyahu, who has re¬ 
fused to back a state for 
Palestinians since he took 
office in March, said he

would now endorse the es¬ 
tablishment of such a state 
— but only if Israel received 
in advance international 
guarantees the new nation 
would have no army and 
Palestinians recognized Is¬ 
rael as a Jewish state. 

“If we receive this guaran¬ 
tee regarding demilitariza¬ 
tion and Israel’s security 
needs, and if the Palestini¬ 
ans recognize Israel as the 


state of the Jewish people, 
then we will be ready in a 
future peace agreement to 
reach a solution where a de¬ 
militarized Palestinian state 
exists alongside the Jewish 
state,” Netanyahu said at 
Bar Ilan University. 

Palestinian leaders have 
rarely made an issue of Is¬ 
rael’s insistence that they 
should not have an army in 
position to threaten its 
neighbour, but they have re¬ 
jected the demand that they 
explicitly accept Israel as a 
Jewish state. 

Meanwhile, only one in 
five Israelis believes a nu¬ 
clear-armed Iran would try 
to destroy Israel and most 
see life continuing as nor¬ 
mal should its arch-foe get 
the bomb, a poll published 
yesterday found. reuters

More payment options being explored

The ways to pay on ETS 
now seem to be growing as 
quickly as the fares: Along 
with the smart card 
demonstration comes a pi¬ 
lot program to accept Air 
Miles for monthly passes. 

While ETS expects to in¬ 
crease ridership, 650 
points for a monthly pass 
is hardly a good deal. Air 
Mile dollar values are vari¬ 
able and hidden, but gift 
cards are consistently 
cheaper. Rather than a 
$74.25 ETS pass, 650 
points are worth about $81 
to $93 of gift cards. 

One reason for the price 


difference is stores are 
more likely to take a bit of 
a loss in the hopes that 
you’ll end up spending 
money you didn’t plan on. 
This is why 
I’d still rec¬ 
ommend the 
pass if you 
have the 
points. 

The other 
reason, un¬ 
surprisingly, 
is that Ed¬ 
monton tran¬ 
sit riders are 
just plain being gouged 
again. In Toronto, the $109 
monthly pass is 850 
points. This suggests a fair¬ 
er price for an ETS pass 
would be 580 points — an 
overcharge of more than 
$9. 

Perhaps the price will be 
a better deal after the next 
— now annual — hike on 
monthly passes next year.

Holding on to points until 
then might turn out be a 
good strategy — or a veiy 
bad one. 

The bottom line is Air 
Miles is a loy¬ 
alty program, 
not a transit 
charity. 

Points aren’t 
free and are 
unlikely to 
add up fast 
enough for 
more than a 
pass or two 
per year: 
Done the hard way, it can 
take on the order of $20 of 
purchases to get a single 
point. 

Certainly coupons, 
deals, and special credit 
cards speed the process 
up. It’s possible to play the 
game well, but the game 
plays back. Large corpora¬ 
tions and chains can afford 
loss-leaders, and special 


credit cards often have 
higher fees. 

Some people with Air 
Miles lying around can 
now use them to buy a ba¬ 
sic necessity, and that’s 
something I can support. 
After the points run out, 
though, I can’t see this sav¬ 
ing any money. 

I also have to doubt the 
hopes to convert measura¬ 
ble numbers of drivers. 
Given the choice, it’s hard 
to see very many choosing 
a bus pass over a vacation 
or shiny new blender, let 
alone an overpriced pass. 

Ultimately, although 
new payment services are 
nice, they aren’t nearly as 
important as the amount 
to be paid or the quality of 
transit service.

The future of digital media 

Need for federal regulatory strategy being recognized 


History 


In recent months, there 
has been growing support 
for a national regulatory 
strategy for digital media. 
The CRTC has explicitly 
identified the need for this 
in its new-media decision, 
as have leaders in the 
technology, telecommuni¬ 
cations, broadcast and ed¬ 
ucation communities. 

The need for a federal 
strategy stems from the re¬ 
alization that Canada is 
rapidly falling behind 
much of the developed 
world on digital issues. The 
gradual hollowing out of 
the Canadian technology 
sector, the absence of a 
strategy to digitize Canadi¬ 
an content, and the plum¬ 
meting rankings of Canadi¬ 
an high-speed services 
point to a problem that 
can no longer be ignored.

• Industry watchers point to 
the late 1990s as the last time 
Canadian digital policy was 
driven by a cohesive plan, 
when Canada introduced pri- 

tion plan could focus on 
five main issues: 

1. Incentives for world- 
class networks 

Ensuring that all Canadi¬ 
ans have access to high¬ 
speed networks should be 
a top-priority. The plan 
could involve funding for 
rural broadband initiatives 
and tax incentives to pro¬ 
mote investment in fast fi- 
bre-to-the-home services. 

2. Establish openness 

The City of Vancouver re¬ 
cently adopted an open¬ 
ness policy that establishes 
a preference for open stan- 


vacy and e-commerce legisla¬ 
tion, online consumer protec¬ 
tions and supported high¬ 
speed networks that rivalled 
the best in the world.

3. Modernize the law

versal agreement that sev¬ 
eral Canadian laws are 
long overdue for digital re¬ 
form, including updating 
privacy legislation and 
changing Canadian tax 
rules to encourage ven¬ 
ture-capital financing and 
corporate investment in 
new technologies. 

4. Remove barriers to in¬ 


novation 

A Canadian digital ac¬ 
tion plan should help pro¬ 
mote innovation by remov¬ 
ing several long-standing 
barriers. This includes lift¬ 
ing foreign investment re¬ 
strictions in the telecom¬ 
munications sector and 
guarding against anti-com¬ 
petitive behaviour. 

5. Promote a Canadian 
Internet 

Support for a Canadian 
Internet should extend be¬ 
yond traditional funding 
programs. The Canadian 
Internet Registration Au¬ 
thority could use part of its 
forthcoming financial sur¬ 
plus (which could soon ex¬ 
ceed $1 million annually) 
to grant every Canadian a 
free domain name to en¬ 
courage their participation 
online.

economies G8 leaders hint¬ 
ed at a move out of crisis 
mode this weekend as a 
sign the global economy 
has turned the corner.

Yet 
the amount spent so far is 
$1.3 billion less than fore¬ 
cast, calling into question 
whether pledges to boost 
spending are sincere, Lay- 
ton said in an interview. 

“Fve always suspected 
that when Stephen Harper 
announces big sums of 
money to be spent, he so 
fundamentally doesn’t be¬ 
lieve in it ... the money is 
very unlikely to flow at 
all,” Layton said.

Having lost to the Van¬ 
couver Whitecaps 2-0 in 
an everything-should-be- 
fine-as-long-as-you-don’t- 
lose-2-0-to-the-Whitecaps 
situation, Toronto must 
now defeat the Montreal 
Impact by four or more 
goals in order to qualify 
for the CONCACAF Cham¬ 
pions League. 

Never mind the fact that 
Toronto has struggled to 
put the ball in the back of 
the net this year. Never 
mind the fact that TFC, in 
its short history, has only 
once managed to score 
four goals in a game. And 
never mind the fact that 
Montreal has only once al¬ 
lowed more than four 
goals in the last three 
years. 

Is it an improbable task? 
Yes. Is it an impossible 
one? No. 

Soccer history is filled 
with impossible come¬ 
backs. 

The most obvious exam¬ 
ple was in Istanbul in 
2005. Liverpool FC trailed 
AC Milan 3-0 at halftime of 
the Champions League fi¬ 
nal. The English side, bad¬ 
ly outmatched and with its 
tails firmly tucked be¬ 


tween its legs, suddenly 
awoke in the 54th minute. 
In a span of just six min¬ 
utes the Reds rallied to tie 
the game at three and 
would go on to capture the 
title in penalties. 

Milan fell victim to a 
similar defeat the year be¬ 
fore. Champions of Europe 
at the time, they strolled 
into La Coruna leading De- 
portivo 4-1 after their first 
leg of the Champions 
League quarter-finals. De- 
portivo had been massa¬ 
cred 8-3 by Monaco just 
four months prior. But on 
this night it was Milan 
who would be bloodied as 
Deportivo won 4-0 to send 
the Italians packing. 

Barcelona’s dramatic 
second-half turnaround 
over Atletico Madrid in 
1997, Nigeria’s four-goal 
explosion to down the So¬ 
viet Union at the 1989 Un- 
der-20 World Cup, West 
Germany’s defeat of Eng¬ 
land at the 1970 World 
Cup — the list goes on. 

And if you want to men¬ 
tion comebacks, cue up a 
Montreal game from earli¬ 
er this year — when that 
upstart Impact team, lead¬ 
ing 4-1 on aggregate, utter¬ 
ly collapsed to Santos La¬ 
guna in the Champions 
League. 

In the stifling Mexican 
heat, Montreal allowed 
four second-half goals, in¬ 
cluding two in extra time 
to be bounced from the 
tournament. 

It was despicable, it was 
humiliating and it should 
have been impossible.

Kobe Bryant proved he 
can win a championship 
without Shaquille O’Neal, 
while Phil Jackson 
became the all-time 
leader in NBA titles 
among coaches as the Los 
Angeles Lakers finished 
off Orlando 99-86 in 
Game 5 of the Finals. 

Despite falling behind by 
nine points in the first 
quarter, the Lakers stepped 
on the gas in the second, 
reeling off 16 unanswered 
points, a run keyed by 
Trevor Ariza, and took a 
56-46 lead at the half. The 
Lakers were in front by as 
many as 18 in the second 
half and didn’t allow the 
Magic a rally to send the 
series back to Los Angeles. 

The 15 titles by the Lak¬ 
ers are two shy of Boston’s 
all-time record. It was also 
a sense of redemption for 
the Lakers, who lost in the 
Finals to the Celtics last 
year. It’s their first time 


raising the trophy since 
2002, the last of three con¬ 
secutive championships. 

Bryant scored 30 points, 
and had six rebounds and 
five assists in the clincher. 
Lamar Odom tallied 17 
points and 10 rebounds, 
while Pau Gasol chipped in 
14 points and 15 boards. 

Biyant, who averaged 
over 32 points during the 
Finals, was named the MVP 
of the championship se¬ 
ries. 

Jackson and Bryant each 


have four crowns with the 
Lakers. For Jackson, his 
10th championship sur¬ 
passed the legendary Red 
Auerbach for the most in 
history. 

Ariza had 15 points and 
Derek Fisher chimed in 
with 13 for the Lakers. 

Orlando was making its 
second Finals appearance. 
In 1995, the Magic, who 
were swept in the champi¬ 
onship series by Houston, 
were led by the power of 
O’Neal. 


This time around, even 
Superman couldn’t help 
put the Magic over the top 
as Dwight Howard ended 
with 11 points, 10 re¬ 
bounds and three blocks in 
the series finale. Rashard 
Lewis tallied 18 points and 
10 boards for Orlando, 
which shot 41.5 per cent 
from the field. 

Courtney Lee, Rafer Al¬ 
ston and Hedo Turlcoglu 
each finished with 12 
points in defeat.

-he first thing you 

probably do when 
you pick up a non¬ 
fiction book is flip 
to the back and 
scan the index. 

However, it’s the veiy last 
thing that goes into writing 
a book. 

Sometimes just a few 
days before it goes to press, 


a book’s editor will call 
someone like Clive Pyne to 
compose the index. 

This difficult and some¬ 
times tedious job cannot be 
done by computers. It’s 
been tried, and it’s failed. 
Instead, Pyne will put in as 
many as seven days of 
working 10 hours a day to 
create an index for a com¬ 
plicated textbook. 

Pyne starts by reading the 
book, marking up eveiy fact 
he finds as he goes. “I’m do¬ 
ing a lot in my head at this 
point, I’m getting a sense of 
the pattern.” 

On the second read, he 
boots up his computer and, 
using special software, 


starts keying in subheads 
and page numbers. The pro¬ 
gram organizes these sub¬ 
heads into virtual file cards. 

About a quarter of Pyne’s 
time on a book is spent edit¬ 
ing: Reorganizing his sub¬ 
heads to make better sense 
and also trimming to fit the 
numbers of pages allotted 
for the index. 

Organizing information 
in books is always a chal¬ 
lenge. Extra tough: Listing 
names from cultures where 
people write their sur¬ 
names first, or dealing with 
double postings and nutri¬ 
tional information in a 
cookbook. 

“It’s an art and it’s a sci¬ 


ence,” says Pyne. It takes 
years to hone one’s index¬ 
ing skills and get fast at the 
job. 

Pyne’s been indexing for 
the last four years. He’s 
done a variety of jobs, in¬ 
cluding working in human 
resources, where he did job 
classifications and pay equi¬ 
ty calculations. 

After moving from Toron¬ 
to to Ottawa a few years 
ago, Pyne had trouble find¬ 
ing work in the bilingual 
city. He realized he had a 
talent for identifying pat¬ 
terns, and starting looking 
for a new career to match 
his skill. 

He met an indexer who 


lived in nearby Perth and 
decided to tiy it. He bought 
16 different nonfiction 
books and composed his 
own indexes for each. His 
colleague critiqued his 
work. Feeling ready, Pyne 
started marketing himself. 

One of the first books he 
ever worked on, for the 
Canadian Museum of Civi¬ 
lization, won numerous 
awards. 

Now, as an established in¬ 
dexer, Pyne works long days 
and most weekends. The 
work is exhausting, but 
Pyne takes numerous 
breaks through the day and 
often heads out to the gym 
to energize himself.

Spotting the little things 
that can make big changes 
to let people avoid chronic 
workplace pain is what 
Craig Kipling does best. 

The 32-year-old and prin¬ 
cipal consultant of er¬ 
gonomic consulting firm 
Healthy Posture Inc. helps 
companies and individuals 
eliminate unnecessary 
aches and pains in the 
workplace by making sure 
their work spaces are er¬ 
gonomically sound. 

Kipling has a degree in Ki¬ 
nesiology but always had a 
love for business as well so 
he started Healthy Posture 
five years ago to meld the 
two together. 

“My vision was I wanted 
to take my schooling and 
apply it in the corporate 
world,” he said. 


Ergonomics involves 
making sure things like 
body positioning, posture 
and the distance someone 
has to reach are optimized 
for the least physical strain 
possible. While tiny mo¬ 
tions like typing or turning 
to reach for a telephone 
keypad might seem incon¬ 
sequential, the regular, con¬ 
sistent strain can add up to 
chronic pain. 

Just by seeing how a per¬ 
son uses their workstation, 
Kipling can tell where the 
problems are and work in¬ 
dividually with them to set 
up their work space. 

“We’re all different 
heights and all different 
sizes, so each workstation 
has to be individually spe¬ 
cialized,” Kipling said. 

Kipling says incorrect 
monitor positioning in is 
the number one reason why 
people develop shoulder 
and back pain. Contrary to 
common thinking, a com¬ 
puter monitor should not 
be at eye level, since the 
eye’s most common habit is 
to look down.

“ We didn’t just come here 
to rock the house. We 
came here to build a 
house!” wailed Bruce 
Springsteen during his 
headlining set with the E 
Street Band Saturday at 
the Bonnaroo Music and 
Arts Festival. 

If his live show were any¬ 
thing like building a home, 
Springteen’s would be 
sturdy. Sweat flew from 
The Boss’ arms as he 
played a three-hour show 
in which he performed 
songs from his near 40- 
year canon, emphasizing 
hard times, while barely 
stopping for breath in be¬ 
tween. 

Springsteen headlined 
the eighth instalment of 
Bonnaroo, which takes 
place on a farm in Man¬ 
chester, Tenn. More than 
75,000 people from around 
the world were in atten¬ 
dance for the four-day fes¬ 
tival, which wrapped up 
last night. 

Friday began with Brook¬ 
lyn, N.Y. experimental in¬ 
die rockers The Dirty Pro¬ 
jectors delivering a solid 
collection, featuring inter¬ 
locking vocal rhythms and 
harmonies. Later, they 
were joined by David 
Byrne, former frontman of 
Talking Heads, and per¬ 
former later that night, 
who both assembled the 
stage’s lineup and offered 
his chops to the band. 

The vocals for Baltimore 
electronic duo Animal Col¬ 
lective, on the other hand, 
failed to impress. Timing 


worked against the group 
that seemed to be disjoint¬ 
ed overall, producing oth¬ 
erwise very danceable mu¬ 
sic to a relatively static 
crowd. 

That quickly changed 
when New York alt-rockers 
Yeah Yeah Yeahs took the 
stage to a massive eyeball 
backdrop surrounded by a 
sparkling blue spiral. Lead 


singer Karen O’s honey- 
lilce tableau transitions 
provided eye candy for the 
band’s alternating hard 
dance punk and synth- 
spiked rock. 

Contemporary bands 
were as common as veter¬ 
ans at the weekend festi¬ 
val. Soul master Al Green 
played the main stage, as 
he threw roses to the

crowd, London’s Elvis 
Costello departed from his 
new wave sound with a 
country and bluegrass- 
touched solo set and festi¬ 
val favourite Phish played 
two sets, with typically ex¬ 
tended jam sessions. 

Saturday began with a 
mellow early set by folksy 
Bon Iver, who interacted 
with the crowd and 
brought out a horn ensem¬ 
ble to back him for part of 
his performance. But the 
day moved from subtle to 
spectacle when Atlanta’s 
Of Montreal took the 
stage, perhaps best reflect¬ 
ing the colourful crowd 
with a flashing neon back¬ 
drop and a host of exagger¬ 
ated on-stage animal char¬ 
acters. 

Chicago alt-country out¬ 
fit Wilco, headed by 
singer/guitarist Jeff 

Tweedy, took the main 
stage to prime the crowd 
for Springsteen. An opti¬ 
mistic Tweedy let the 
stage’s cameraman strum 
his guitar during one song, 
as he gazed into the cam¬ 
era that was projected on 
stageside screens. He joked 
he’d interpret any audi¬ 
ence boos as “Bruuuuce!”, 
inviting the crowd to yell 
the singer’s name. 

Before the festival’s unri¬ 
valed closing performance 
by Phish, Sunday offered a 
varied lineup featuring 
sets by soulful Erylcah 
Badu, rapper Snoop Dogg, 
folk singer/songwriter An¬ 
drew Bird and country 
siren Neko Case.

Forty years after David 
Bowie released his break¬ 
through single Space Odd¬ 
ity, his filmmaking son is 
headed for the stars with 
his first feature. 

Moon, a $5 million sci-fi 
thriller that opened Friday 
in New York and Los Ange¬ 
les via Sony Pictures Clas¬ 
sics, recalls films of the 
’70s and ’80s like Silent 
Running, Outland and 
Alien, not to mention Stan¬ 
ley Kubrick’s 1968 epic 
2001: A Space Odyssey. 

It was directed by Dun¬ 
can Jones, Bowie’s 38-year- 
old son with ex-wife An¬ 
gela. They originally 
named him Zowie, but he 
preferred to be called Joe 
while in his teens and then 
settled for Duncan. A grad¬ 
uate of the London Film 
School, he has carved out a 
career in Britain as a com¬ 
mercials director. 

In Moon, Sam Rockwell 
plays an astronaut finish¬ 
ing a three-year contract to 
mine lunar helium to ship 
to Earth for energy use. 
The plot thickens when he 
meets a younger, angrier 
clone of himself who’s 
there to do the same job.

Filmmaker Duncan 
Jones to actor Sam 
Rockwell 

Jones created the story 
specifically for Rockwell, 
who plays both roles seam¬ 
lessly. “I met up with Sam 
to discuss another project 
that we ended up not do¬ 
ing, but we got on very 
well,” Jones recalled. 

They talked about films 
they both loved and the 
kind of performances 
Rockwell wanted to do 
next. Jones said to Rock¬ 
well: “Look, if you promise 
to read the script, I’ll write 
something for you.” 

Jones did an extensive 
treatment, but was too 
busy shooting commer¬ 
cials to write the screen¬ 
play. Enter Nathan Parker, 
an unproduced screen¬ 
writer, who “took my treat¬ 
ment and did a really good 
job with it.” Jones wrote 


the subsequent drafts. 

That was about three 
years ago. After nine 
months Jones had a script 
for Rockwell. Three 
months passed before 
Rockwell committed. 

From Day One Jones had 
a $5 million budget in 
mind for his voyage to the 
moon: “We were thinking 
about how we could keep 
our costs to a minimum by 
keeping our cast small, by 
shooting everything in stu¬ 
dio and by using very spe¬ 
cific special effects.” 

Everything went light¬ 
ning fast. There were just 
33 days of live-action pho¬ 
tography despite the film 


having more than 450 ef¬ 
fects shots and many 
scenes that had to be shot 
twice so Rockwell could 
play his other self. Model 
miniature work required 
another eight days. Gerty, 
the other key role, is a lu¬ 
nar station computer 
voiced by Kevin Spacey. 

The film premiered at 
the Sundance Film Festival 
in January, and reaches 
theatres with overwhelm¬ 
ing critical support. Joe 
Morgenstern at the Wall 
Street Journal cited Rock¬ 
well’s “brilliant” perform¬ 
ance and the “impressive” 
physical production.

Chicken with 
Mixed Salad 
Greens 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 skinless chicken breast 
fillets 

1 large clove garlic, 
crushed 

1 head oak leaf lettuce 
1 small head curly endive 
(ffisee) lettuce 

1 head radicchio 

2 tbsp (25 ml) butter 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

1 small lemon 

3 scallions, finely sliced 

8 oz (250 g) button mush¬ 
rooms, thinly sliced 

DRESSING: 

1/2 cup (125 g/4 oz) light 
sour cream 

1/2 cup (125 g/4 oz) yogurt 
1 tbsp (15 ml) canola oil 
1 tbsp (15 ml) white wine 
vinegar 

1 tsp (5 ml) Dijon mustard 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Cut chicken into strips. 
Place chicken and garlic in 
bowl. Stir to combine. 
Chill, covered, 1 hour. Cut 


or tear oak leaf lettuce, 
curly endive and radicchio 
into small pieces. Place in 
a large bowl. 

2. Heat butter in nonstick 
pan over medium heat. 
Cook chicken until golden 
brown and cooked 
through, about 5 minutes. 
Add salt and pepper to 
taste. 

3. For dressing, whisk 
sour cream, yogurt, oil, 
vinegar and mustard in 
bowl until combined. Add 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Stir dressing into salad 
greens. Distribute salad 
greens among serving 
plates. 

4. Peel thin strips of rind 
from lemon. Place chick¬ 
en, scallions, mushrooms 
and lemon rind on top of 
salad greens.
